Prosperous Delegates, 1400 
Strong, Come to Attend 
State Convention. 








With no badges to distinguish them 
from other men, the. 1400 delegates to 
the convention of the Missouri Bank- 
ers’ Association, representing $133,000,000 
capital and $602,000,000 deposits, could be 
recognized in the Southern Hotel car- 
ridors Wednesday only by their gen- 
eral appearance of prosperity. The sec- 
retary ordered badges from Newark, N. 
J., instead of the made-in-St. Louis 
kind, and the New Jersey firm shipped 
them too late to reach this city for the 
opéning of the convention. The bank- 
ers hope to be wearrng the badges by 
Thursday. 

Mayor Kreismann, welcoming the 
delegates at the opening session in the 
Olympic Theater, told them that he con- 
sidered the bankers the most useful men 
in any community. He said the same 
thing about farmers when he addressed | 
the farmers’ convention two weeks ago, 
but it went with the bankers, even 
better than it did with the agricul- 
turists. 

Visitors Are Welcomed. 

‘We're going to take as much of 
your city as we can get,”” announced 
J. P. Hinton of Hannibal, president of 
the association, in responding to the 
Mayor and to Charles H. Huttig, who 
welcomed the visitors on behalf of the 
St. Louis Clearing House Association. 
Every one of Missouri’s 1251 banks 
is represented. The association has 1273 
members, one for each bank, and the 
extra 22 for brokerage nouses. The 
temainder of the 1400 enrolled in the 
convention are guests from East St. 
Louis, Chicago and other places, most- 
ly in Tilinois. 

Every delegate Wednesday received a 
book containing street car coupons, tick- 
ets for a boat ride Wednesday afternoon, 
south to Jefferson Barracks and north 
to Piasa, and tickets to the Cardinals- 
Philadelphia baseball game Thursday 
afternoon and to the Suburban Garden, 
with éoupons to all the clubs. 

That the. bankers are going to have a 
good deal to say, at their two-days’ 
meeting, about legislation, was indicated 
when Huttig and Hinton, in the open- 
ing addresses, took up legislative sub- 
jects. ; 

Bank Note Change Advocated. 

Huttig said that a change in the pres- 

bank note system was needed. ‘At 
present,”” he wvaid, “we have a note 
which is merely the note eof a bank 
guaranteed by the Government. It does 
not expand to’ the needs of every day 
business, but is regulated by the fluc- 
tuation ef Government bonds. | 

“If .our monetary system is not 
changed, We shall have periodical de- 
pressions and possible panics.”’ 

He did not outline a remedy for this 
condition, as his talk was a brief one. 

In his reply President Hinton spoke 
against the bank gucrantee plan and 
against postal savings banks. 

“The bank-guarantee microbe,’ he 
said, “has found no ground to grow in 
of late. The plan has no new recruits, 
and is being forgotten.

OTHER CITES IN 
INCOMPATIBILITY 


Hebrew Delegate Says It Is 
Responsible for 35 Per 
Cent of Family Breaches. 


There is more marital jncompability in 
St. Louis than in other cities, according 
to a report made Wednesday to the 
National Conference of Jewish Charities 


of the United States at the Columbia 
Club by Morris D. Weldman of New 
York, who discussed family desertien. 

He had found, he said, that thirty- 
five per cent of the desertions in. St. 
Louis were due to incompatibility. 
Philadelphia came nearest to St. Louis, 
with thirty per cent. In San Francisco 
it was 28, in. Baltimore 22, and in Chi- 
cago only 15 per cent. 

According to the investigations of 
Waldman, Cincinnati is the most felici- 
tous burg in the country, as only 8 per 
cent of Cincinnati husbands run away 
because of incompatibility. However, 
the investigation in Cincinnati did not 
cover a wide range, and it is possible 
that complete figures would change the 
result. ‘ 

It is between the ages of 80 and 40, 
according to Mr. Waldman’s investiga- 
tions, that husbands are most suscepti- 
ble to the attractions,of affinities. Fifty 
per cent of the men who leave. their 
wives for other women, he said, do se 
between these ages. Twenty-five per 
cent do so between 20 and 30 years of 
age and 2% per cent above 40 years of 


age. 





Idlieness Not Responsible. 

It is not true, he finds, that lack of 
employment, aS generally supposed, is 
the most frequent cause of family aban- 
donment. The percentages of desertions 
from this cause was 2 in St. Louis, 25 
in Chicago, 18 in Baltimore, 14 in ‘San 
Francisco and % in New York. 

‘Disparity in ages is a not infrequent 
cause. In 10 per cent of the cases the 
wives admitted that they were older 
than their husbands. Mr. Waldman 
sagely observed that the percentage 
was probably greater. 

In 260 cases, % husbands deserted their 
wives between the ages of 20 ana 30, 118 
between 35 and 40, 40 between 4 and 60 
and 2 over 50. 

With some men it becomes a habit. 
Of 219 cases, 37 men had twice deserted 
their families, 9 three times, ¢ four times 
and 20 more than four times. One-third 
of the whole number had deserted more 
than'once. Most of the repeaters stayed 
away from two to six months or from 
one to two years.

To attain the peace of the Leaiate life, 
Henry H. Tieman, © years old, who 
has a grocery’ at 4429 Hunt avenue, 8t. 

Cuba, 
Mo., worth $12,000, and. was found in 
Shreveport, La., Wednesday in rags, 
selling newspapers and half starved, 
according to a dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

He said he had slept in swamps, gone 
without food and risen at 4 a. m., but 
that he feels free and can sleep now 
for the first time in his life. 

“T will not return heme,” said Tie- 
man. “Business worries nearly killed 
me, but now‘I am free and happy at 
last.”’ 

The old man disappeared from his 
home in Cuba, Feb. 7, and his family 
thought. for a time he had gone to Jop- 
lin to. sell .two cars of canned goods. 
But they learned he had not reached 
Joplin, and a search for him was start- 
ed, as foul play was suspected. 

He was discovered through a photo- 
graph and description of him published 
in the Post-Dispatch, ‘which rélated the 
mystery of. his disappearance. For 
some reason, the old man addressed a 
marked copy of the paper in his own 
handwriting to himself at Cuba. His 
wife recognized the chirography, and 
with the Shreveport postmark as a 
clew, Cashier James Smith of the Bank 
of Cuba went at once to Shreveport. . 

He discovered his prosperous client 
penniless, calling “Extra!” with great 
zest and attempting to operate a box- 
ball alley? 

The hermit shook his heed resolutely 
to all Smith's entreaties that he return 
home.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 18.—Di- 
rector E. C. Pickering, discussing Hal- 
ey’s comet, -said: 

“The only thing astronomers are 
worrying over now is that the earth 
will pass through the embrace of the 
comet without any effect at all, just 
as if it were an ordinary, everyday oc- 
currence, For this reason  astrono- 
mers are not.showing the interest they 
should in the celestial visitor. The 
number of useful observations made on 
the comet are very few, the only real 
helpful ones being obtained at the Lick 
and Yerkes observatories. 

“In answer to the question, ‘Why a 
comet has a tail?’ no astronomers have 
valid opinions. One theery set forth 


‘is that objects. attracted toward the sun 


by the gravitataion are repelled from 
the sun by its effects. If the body is 
very Small the repulsion light is great- 
est, so the .body goes away from the 
sun and forms the .dust and gas which 
result in the Subsequent formation of 
the tail.’’

Will Study Comet 
on Balloon Trips 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Two New York 
aeronauts, Clifford B. Harmon and Leo 
Stevens, have volunteered to lend a 
helping hand ‘to scientists in making a 
closer study of Halley’s comet. 

Mr. Harmen will make an ascension 
from Pittsfield, Mass., next wéek in his 
balloon New York, and he has asked 
the astronomical departments of Yase, 
Harvard, Princeton, Pennsylvania, Cor- 
nell, Columbia, Virginia and Michigan 
universities te send representatives to 
accompany him and take observatiens 
from lofty altitudes. The ascensions 
will be made at night and an effort wil! 


be made to attain an altitude of nearly [ 


three miles.

One Million Miles — 
Through the Tail 


BERKELEY, Cal., May 18.--A state- 
ment issued today from the students’ 
Observatory says: 

“According to photographs taken May 
1i, the tail of the comet was 2,000,000 
miles in diameter at the point wiiere the 
earth will cross it, but, according to in- 
formation received from Lick ,observa- 
tory, the tail is diminishing rapidly in 
absolute width and length. 

“Thus, photographs taken at Lick ob- 
servatory yesterday, give the estimate 
that the width of the tail through which 
the earth will pass will have shrunk to 
1,000,000 miles. We may expevt to enter 
te tail at about 5 o ‘clock in the after- 
noon and to ‘come out ef it at about 11 
o’clock in the evening, Pacific time. 

“Theoretically the tail will stretch 
over 180 degrees of the sky, from’ horizon 
to horizon. It probably would be faintly

The poem, which 1s quite long, is print- 
ed in the Standard. 
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From 9:20 p. m. until 10:18 p. m. the 
earth will be enveloped in a ghostly 
sheaf of comét-stuff, and a straight line, 
drawn from the-sun to.the earth, would 
pass through the head of Halley’s comet 
and through the axis of its appendage. 

The head of. the celestial apparition 
will be on the other side of the earth, 
nearest Japan, but the tail, beginning 
14,000,000 miles from the earth, will not 
only reach it, but will extend some 
10,000,000 miles beyond. The balloon will 
navigate on the inside of an enormous 
cone of comet-fabric. 

Insulated by Atmosphere. 

While astronomers are unanimous in 
predicting that the earth's atmosphere 
will act as an insulation to its inhabi- 
tants on the surface, science has no ex- 
act knowledge of the effect of the pass- 
ing of the comet upon the supernal re- 
gions of the air. Whether the friction 
of the spectral’ comet dust upon the 
particles of the air will produce a deli- 
cate rise in temperature and a faint 
hazy phosphorescence in the heavefis is 
not known. 

To determine these and other ques- 
tions, the Poat- -Dispatch sought the co- 
operation of a humber of distinguished 
scientists and astronomers, but none 
was adventurous enough to consent to 
go with Prof. Janies. The St. Louis 
Aero Club, through its president, Albert 
Bond Lambert, placed its largest bal- 
loon, the St. Louis III, and its most ex- 
perienced pilot, at the disposal of the 
expedition. 

Not 80 many years dgo, the ap- 
pearance of a comet plunged the 
earth in terror, The progress of sci- 
ence is dramatically illustrated by 
the fact that human beings will sally 
forth at night to beard the portent 
at close quarters, with no better .se¢ 
curity than the fragile support of a 
They will examine 
the specter’s structure, if possible 
with a magnifying glass, and take 
its temperature with thermometers. 

Will Take Instruments, 

Prof. James said Wednesday that 
his equipment would consist of an 
aneroid barometer, his most sensitive 
thermometer, and the finder of his 
telescope. He wished also to take 
his spectroscope, but found it could 
not be manipulated in the basket’ of 
a balloon. His colleagues expect a 
learned and valuable monograph 
from his pen upon the results of the 
expedition. 

“Even if ho distinguishable phenemena 
result from the passing ef the eomet,” 
said the scientist, “the negative fact 
that no phenomena eccur during the 
conjunction will be of importance to 
astronomy. 

‘‘We shall learn whether the comet’s 
tail'is luminous enly on the outside sur- 
face, or whether its incandescence pene- 
trates to the heart of its mass. We shall 
be on the inside of the tail looking out 
through from 500,000 to 10,000,000 miles of 
its fabric. Such an opportunity has oc- 
curred but twice in the past century. 

‘The most I expect in the way of 
positive results is a faint auroral dis- 
play in the sky, or a hazy illumination 
spread over the heavens.” 

Observation to Be Valuable. 

The superior intensity of heat above 
the clouds is known to all balloonists. 
The direct rays of the sun, unquenched 
by clouds and the coverlet of dust and 
smoke near the earth, beat upon the 
face painfully, unless it is shielded. 
Therefore, Prof. James’ thermometer, 
delicate as it is at the surface of the 
earth, is expected to register even finer 
shades of temperature at an altitude 
of several thousand feet. 

Thus it ig not impossible that if the 
crashing of the earth through the tenu- 


'ecus comet stuff generates the slightest 


degree of heat, it will be registered by 
the thermometer. 

Any meteorological effects of the comet 
will be indicated by the barometer with 
minute exactness and its light, if any is 
apparent, will be viewed through the 
telescope.

BRITONS STAND IN 7-MILE

LONDON, May 18.—The greatést crowd 
ever formed in this city waited patient- 
ly under oppressive atmospheric condi- 
tions today to pay a tribute to the mem- 
ory of King Edward, whose body lies in 
state at Westminster Hall. 

The queue, six and eight abreast, ex- 
tended nearly seven miles from the en- 
trance to the hall through the adjacent 
streets at 4 o’clock this afternoon and 
was constantly being lengthened.

Many persons, men 
as well as women, fainted from exhaus- 
tion and ambulance attendants were 
busy all along the stream of humanity. 

The doors of the hall were opened at 
6 o’clock. Many thousands already were 
in line and by noon the total number 
who had passed the bier, including those 
who secured entrance yesterday, had ex- 
ceeded 100,000. Some eight thousand 
moved silently through the hall every 
hour, but the waiting lines grew more

CHICAGO, May 18.—A reduction of 
% cent a pound was made in the 
price of the better grades of dressed 
beef cuts yesterday, while cheaper 
grades remained the same. 

The packers said that since the pub- 
lic was awakened to the fact that 
beef plates, chucks and rounds are 
as nutritious as beef loins and ribs, 
even though their cost is much lower, 
the demand for the cheap cuts has 
doubled. Consequently, they say they 
were compelied to reduce the cost of 
ribs and loins in order to equalize 
the demand for the inexpensive parts. 

This latest reduction brought No. 1 
loins to 18 cents a pound, as com- 
pared with 17% and 22 cents in Jan- 
uary. ,

“LIE” 


Witness Withdraws Words 
and Apologizes’ When 
Hearers Protest. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Oscar Law- 
ler, Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Department of the Interior, at the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot hearing Tuesday dis- 
played ungovernable temper while on 
the witness stand and was condemned 
with a chorus of hisses from the crowd- 
64 committee room, a demonstration 


that caused the deputy sergeant at arms 


to summon in a Capitel policeman to 


see that any further demonstration of 


the kind was suppressed. 

In testifying, Mr. Lawler followed 
Frederick N. Kerby, who told of the 
preparation of the Lawler memorandum 
as the basis for the President’s ruling 
on Glavis. Mr Lawler, a_ thick-set 
somewhat florid young man with a high 
forehead, a wealth of curly hair and 
the set jaw of a bull dog, had the dra- 
matic manner of the tragedian as he 
took the stand. He began: 

“The statement of this young man 
Kerby to the effect that I held consul- 
tation with Secretary Ballinger, <As- 
sistant Secretiry Pierce, Mr. Funney, 
Mr. Schwartz or Commussioner Dennett 
is unqualifiedly false. It is a fabrica-~ 
tion pure and simple.” 

Mr. Lawler went on to describe in de- 
tall his methods in preparing the mem- 
oraardum for the President’s perusal. He 
told of the two days and a night of 
work that the preparation had required. 
As he warmed to the subject his power- 
ful voice rang through the room. He 
declared that for months he had been 
shadowed by representaives of the 
enemies of Secretary Ballinger. 

“Rascals and Cowards.” 

“The ‘gumshoe men’ representing 
these despicable rascals have pursued 
me all over the United States,”’ he as- 
serted. 

“The agents of what despicable ras- 
cals?’”’ demanded Attorney Vertrees. 

“The agents of the men who are try- 
ing to villify Secretary Ballinger,’ said 
the witness. “I mean such men as 
Brandeis here and Hapgood of Colliers’ 
Weekly, and this other man, Connelly, 
the man who trampled women and little 
children in an effort to escape from the 
cangers ofa sinking ship—the man who 
also represents Collier’s Weekly. J. B. 
Connelly is his name. It was these men, 
this sort of men, who corrupted poor 
young Kerby and made him guilty of 
treason to his employers.” 

“Whom do you mean by the men who 
were trying to villify Secretary Ballin- 
ger?’’ asked a member of the commis- 
sion, Mr. James. 

“Whom do I mean?” repeated Mr. 
Lawler. His voice rose to a roar. “I 
mean Gifford Pinchot, James R. Gar- 
field and Louis D. Brandeis. Brandeis 
is the flower of the whole foul flock.’”’ 

This statement was greeted with a 
chorus of hisses, mingled with laughs 
of derision from the spectators, most of 
them women, and in most instances in- 
tense partisans of Pinchot. Here the 
policeman was summoned to keep order. 

Committee Rebukes Witness. 

Mr. Vertrees asked only a few ques- 
tions of Lawler, then he turned the 
witness over to Mr. Brandeis for cross- 
examination. Mr: Brandeis asked the 
witness if he had endeavored repeatedly 
to evade the demand of the committee, 
made at Brandeis’ request, for informa- 
tion as to the much-Cieassed memoran- 
dum. 

“That hapedation is based on a bare- 
faced and unequivocal falsehood,” cried 
Mr. Lawler, half rising from his chair. 
Representative Madison suggested that 
Chairman Nelson warn the witness 
against repetition ef such language. 
Chairman Nelson ignored the request. 
Representative Denby reiterated the de- 
mand, which was also seconded by Sen- 
ator Fletcher, Representatives James 
and Graham, Thereupon Mr. Lawler 
said: 

“If I have offended the members of 
the committee I must withdraw my re- 
marks an apologize.”’ 

The hearing adjourned with Mr. Law- 
ler still on the stand.

George Ebeling and “Bill” Lowe 
planned the Missourt Pacific train rob- 
bery at Glencoe three years before they 
accomplished it, Ebeling testified 
Wednesday ip the United States Circuit 
Court, where his ‘pal’ is on trial, They 
went over the ground together, Ebeling 
said. 

“The I got cold feet and backed out,” 
he testified. “I went out West and Bill 
followed me and kept insisting on pull- 
ing off this job. He said it would be 
easy money:” 

Jim Lowe, a brother, took the stand 
after Ebeling had finished his teati- 
mony, and said that Bill told him at 
the dinner table the day of the robbery 
about the plan, and told him the next 
day that it wasn’t muth of a ‘‘job,” as 
they got only $500. 

J. R. Groom, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
who found the hat Ebeling dropped near 
the scene of the robbery, was called to 
tell about it, and Mrs. Lucy Forrester, 
an aunt of Lowe's, told of bandaging 
his left hand on account of a boil. The 
testimony of other witnesses had been 
that one of the train robbers had his 
hand bandaged, 

Ebeling told a straightforward story, 
but he made on exceedingly nervous 
witness. His hands twitched and he 
moved first one foot and then another 
uneasily. His eyes were fastened on 
the face of the defendant train robber 
and their expression was apprehensive. 
Lowe made notes oceasionally and whis- 
pered to L. C. Dyer, his lawyer. 

Lowe and Dbeling first met five years 
ago, while both were working as miners 
near Minneapolis, and at that time Lowe 
suggested train robbing as an easy 
means of earning a living, Ebeling testi- 
fied. Then Ebeling went to Everett, 
Wash., where he was joined subsequent- 
ly by Lowe. 

It was there, three years ago, that he 
finally agreed to hold up a train, he 
said, and Lowe decided that the Mis- 
souril Pacific at Glencoe was the most 
favorable spot for their purposes. They 
came together to St. Louis, and brought 
with them the dynamite found by Fed- 
eral secret service men after the rob- 
bery Jan, 21 

After losing his nerve, Ebeling went 
back to Washington and last December 
Khe met Lowe in Seattle. Both were 
out of work and “hard up,” WBWhbeling 
testified. He again agreed te join in 
the train robbery. They returned to 
St. Louis. and perfected their plans, 
partly at Lowe’s home, 1209 South Third 
street, and partly at Ebeling’s boarding 
house, 3142 Washington avenue. Sev- 
eral days before the robbery they went 
over the ground together, Bheling said.

“Calling the turn” is a style of bat- 
ting employed by some batsmen in try- 
ing to outguess the opposing pitcher. It 
means striving to guess what kind of a 
ball is about to be delivered: This 
style, while effective, is extremely dan- 
gerous for the batter, as to guess wrong 
is to court serious injury. In one game 
at Cincinnati a few years ago, Coak- 
ley pitching, McGann tried to outguess 
him. He guessed a curve was coming, 
and his wrist was broken by a’ fast in- 
shoot. Two innings later Bresnahan 
guessed wrong and was knocked sense- 
less. 

There are times when /a.play comes 
up to a batsman which’‘compels him to 
try to outguess the pitcher. One of 
these times is when the hit-and-run play 
is ordered. With a runner on first or 
second base, and the batter giving the 
signal, he is compelled to attempt to 
guess when the pitcher will put the 
ball over the plate. He guesses, signals 
the runner, who is expected to start as 
if to steal the next base in order to 
draw one or more infielders out of po- 
sition, and strives to hit through the 
deserted place. If the batter’s guess is 
wrong, the runner is the victim.

Cables reported offerings light and 
shorts nervous on yesterday’s strength 
in American markets and less favorable 
Indian statistics. Russian advices were 
less, satisfacory, with stocks small and 
no pressure to sell. Continental markets 
showed an improved demand, although 
Hamburg cabled Russian and Argentine 
wheat offered 44%c under Manitoba sorts. 

Berlin wheat closed 1c higher. Paris 
and Antwerp unchanged, Budapest 14° 
lower, and Liverpool %d higher. 

An official Indian report places the 
Punjaub wheat yield at 129,904,090 bu, 
against 114,880,000 bu last year. Offer- 
ings of new crop are light at present | Mrs. 
prices. 

Minneapolis reported 112 cars of .wheat, 
against 77 last week, 115 last year and 
120 two years ago. Duluth had 26 cars, 
against 46 last week, 2 last year and 7 
two years ago. Winnipeg had _ 110, 
against 20 last year. 

Total primary receipts of wheat were 
882,514 bu, against 281,272 bu last year, an 
increase of 101,242 bu. Shipments were 
265,154 bu, against 364,444 bu last year, a 
decrease of 99,290 bu. 

Corn was weak and lower on liberal 
selling for both long and short account, 
The generally improved weather condi- 
tions increased the country offerings. 
Rising temperatures should improve the 
growing grain. 

Oats were easy in sympathy with the 
other grains, 

The Standard Milling Co. of Dallas 
wired that Texas. would raise between 
15,000,000 and 20,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and that harvest will begin in about 
ten days. 

Chicago reported a heavy throwing 
over of corn in the late market, and 
both corn and wheat showed more pres- 
sure here than in many days. Heavy 
offerings of cash corn were made from 
the country especially Illinois. 

Cash wheat locally was about steady, 
The recent severe decline having dis- 
counted the present break in futures.
